“No race in the history of the world has 
made such progress as the negroes since their 
emancipation. This means that the negroes 
themselves should not lose hope now be- 
cause they do not secure all the rights they 
consider themselves entitled to.” 

These four sections of a _ philosophical 
analysis of the race questien are worthy of 
thoughtful study north and south, because 
they come from Dr. H. B. Frissell, who has 
made a careful study of the negro during the 
quarter of a century in which he has been 
connected with the Hampton Normal] and 
Agricultural institute.

after day and year after year for a full 
quarter of a century, Dr. Frissell has been 
able to study the character of the black man 
without the prejudice of the southern white 
and without the long distance ignorance of 
the northern white. 

Some weeks ago I had an interview with 
Prof. Otis Ashmore, the superintendent of 
schools at Savannah, Ga., who asserted that 
the negro was constitutionally deficient in 
his reasoning faculties, and that there was, 
therefore, a bar to. his progress which he 
could not hope to pass so far as the race 
was concerned. This declaration is entirely 
out. of harmony with that which I have 
quoted at the beginning of this dispatch as 
coming from Dr. Frissell. 


No Dead Line in Education. 


There is no dead line in negro education,” 
began the doctor. “I mean by this that 


there is no limit to the possible culture of the | 


negro race as a whole. There is a jumping 
off place in education for all races, white, or 
black, om brown, or yellow. That is to say, 
there is a place at which the great mass of 
the race stops and only the individual goes 
beyond it. The negro is undeniably inferior 
to the Anglo-Saxon. There can be no ques- 
tion as to that, but the inferiority is a matter 
of traihing, of heredity, of association, and 
of opportunity. When we reach the ordinary 
jumping off place there is a vastly greater 
number of white indtviduals than of black 


‘* My observation for twenty-five years or 
more of close contact with the negro does 
not. lead me to believe at all that there is. 


capacity of his race. On the contrary, there 
is a certain amount of receptivity which is 
quite marked in the negro. Once you get 
him interested, he learns readily, and within 
certain bounds progresses about as well as_ 
the average white boy with the same lack of 
home training. Nor is there any apparent 
difference between the full blooded negro 
and the mulatto, except so far.as the lighter 
colored negro has associated more with the 
whites owing to his having been chosen for 
indoor employment. We have for years en- 
deavored to trace the work of the full blooded 
negro as compared with the mixed blood. I 
cannot see that we have established any dif- :

MINE A TOMB FOR 234 


Explosion of Damp at Hanna, 
Wyo., Buries Miners in Depths. 


FORTY-EIGHT TAKEN OUT. 


Work of Rescuers Stopped by Gas : 
Twenty Dead in One Spot. 


Hanna, Wyo., June 30.—[Special.]—A ter- 


rible explosion of firedamp in mine No. 1 of 


the Union Pacific Coal company at 10:30 
o'clock today is believed to have caused the 
death of 236 miners and caused the destruc- 


tion of a large amount of property. Forty- 


eight men. were taken out during the after- 
noon, all badly injured. Two of them died 
after reaching the surface. _ 

The explosion completely shattered the 


timbers of the main shaft and the other en- 


trances and filled the working with broken 


timbers and huge masses of earth and coal 
brought down by the shock. Those of the 
miners who were not killed outright by the 


explosion were buried alive, it is believed. 
The explosion was heard for many miles 


around and attracted people from the ad- 


joining settlements. Huge timbers and rail- 
road iron were hurled from the mouth of the 
shaft a distance of 200 or 300 feet. Supt. E. 
S. Brooks and a large force of men at once 


went to-work to remove the débris from the 
shaft and reach the entombed miners. Their 
progress into the mine was blocked by the 


foul gases,’ and several times they were 
iorced to return to the surface. 


Rescuers Bring Out Forty-four. 


The rescuing party was increased from 
time to time by the arrival of ranchmen and 


. others from nearby towns, and a large num- 


bef came on a relief train sent out from 
Rawlins at 2 o’clockintheafternoon. About 
1 o'clock this afternoon four men were taken 
out alive, and a half hour later they were 
followed by forty-four others... 


Gases Delay the Work. 


Then the rescuers were driven out by the 
gas and were ynable to penetrate farther 
into the mine until an additional {opening 
had been made to permit fresh air to reach 
the lower levels. 

The work is progressing slowly tonight, 
owing to the narrow space in which the 
rescuers are compelled to operate, but by 
daylight the mine sthiould be opened suf- 
ficiently to permit of deep explorations and 
the rescue of the dead, for the experienced 
miners declare that no one could remain 
alive so long. 

Some of the miners that escaped said they 
saw twenty dead bodies in one entry. They 
reported that many of the men were crazed 
by the explosion and ran hither and thither 
in the mine. 

Mine Considered Dangerous. 

The Hanna mines are among the best on the 
Union Pacific system, being established in 
1878. The town was named for Senator Mark 
Hanna, when he was interested in the Union 
Pacific Coal company. Mine No. 1 is practi- 
cally a new property. It has twenty-six en- 
tries, fifteen miles of workings, and a main 
incline shaft of one and one-half miles in 
length. The mine has been recognized as a 
dangerous property for some time on actount

Charlies M. Schwab, who also started at 
day wages in the Braddock mills and rosé 
to the head of the biggest concern In the 
world, and received, according to common 
report, the largest salary ever paid, is still 
president, but only in name. His assistant 
will run the United States Steel corporation, 

The deposing of Schwab is as sensational 
as the other important points In his career, 
He has in the last few years been the sub- 
ject of moére kinds and varieties of rumors 
than even J. P. Morgan. 

It is generally accepted as a fact that Mr. 
Schwab's connection with the shipbuilding 
company is one of the chief reasons for hig 
retirement. 

Change Long Talked Of. 

The retirement of Mr. Schwab was first 
suggested when he sailed for Europe less 
than a year ago to rest his nervesand to take 
his mind off his work. Rumors followed him 
and reports were sent out about him. One 
day it was said he had paid $100,000 for & 
yacht and was dashing madly up and down 
Lake Geneva with it.

POWERS 70 PUNISH CHINA 


IF INDEMNITY IS NOT PAID TIEN 
TSIN WILL BE SEIZED. 


Minister of Commerce Notifies the En- 
woys at Pekin That His Government 
Is Practically Bankrupt and Will 
Have to Pay Its Debt of 350,000,000 
in Silver—France and Russia Insist 
on Gold and Threaten to Repossess 
a City.

LONDON, July 1, 3 a. m.—The Pekin c 
respondent of the Times telegraphs that 
Chang Chi Tung, director of commerce, has 
visited all| the foreign heads of legations, to 
whom he! declares that China is seriously 
financially embarrassed, in consequence of 
which the powers should accept payment 
of the indemnity in silver. 

Chang Chi Tung says the viceroys were 
led to belleve that the indemnity was only 
450,000,000 taels ($350,000,000) in silver with- 
out any reference to finctuations in value. 

None of! the ministers, except the Amer- 
ican representative, would agree to the pay- 
ment in silver. France and Russia warned 
Chang Chi Tung that the powers would in- 
sist on the payment of the indemnity in gold, 
and would take strong measures to enforce 
the terms of the protocol. They said that in 
the event of noncompliance the powers con- 
templated the reoccupation of the native city 
of Tien Tsin. 

The government has not made any at- 
tempt at financia! reform, and thecorruption 
is as great as ever. The money squandered 
by the court of Pekin would pay double the 
amount of the indemnity. :

Sentenced by Alabama Court to a Year 
and a Day in Federal Prison—One Es-

Montgomery, Ala., June 30.—[Special.]— 
In the trial of the Tallapoosa and Coosa

Between sobs she 
told how she has yearned for years for the 
solace of a child to call her own, and how one 
night she saw the little Furlong child and

From what tMe police gather, Mrs. Avery 
not only sought no ransom ‘for the little girl 
but never knew that the whole police depart- 
ment was searching for the child. She 
bought an entire new outfit of clothes for 
the baby and gave up her work that she 
might stay at home and care for it. 

In his mail Monday morning the captain 
found a note scrawled in pencil on a piece 
of paper, evidently torn from an account 
book. It read: 

“ People living in the vicinity of 469 North 
Paulina street have seen a heavy set, strange- 
ly acting woman calling there with a child 
answering the description of little Alice Fur- 


long. 

Capt. Haines thought this one of those 
“fake” tips which deluge the police when 
working on a mystery, but he was overlook- 
ing no¢hances. He gave the note to Detec- 
tives Mulbrandon and Hageman and told 
them not to return till they found the child, 

At 469 North Paulina street the detectives 
could find no clews beyond vague descrip- 
tions of a woman and child, buta few doors 
up the street they found a man who admit- 
ted that his sister had kidnaped a child and 
had brought it to his house several times In 
the hope that he would give ita home. Her 
name was Avery, he said. 


Search from Door to Door.

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CHEMIST GIVES ANAZHYSIS OF 
PITTSBURG RECORDER’S BODY. 


Belief Grows That He Was Murdered 
and Excitement Is Great—Nephew 
Says Uncle Had Capsules Which 
Physician Ordered Destroyed—Lat- 
ter Declares He Did Not Prescribe 
Them, but That He Can Explain the 
Cause of Death. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 30.—[Special.]—The 
belief that Recorder Brown was murdered 
is gaining ground: He died mysteriously 
on March 15. He was burted under a phy- 
sician’s certificate that death was due to 
uatura! causes. The inquiry into the cause 
o «als.death, now in progress in the city, is, 
therefore, attracting intense interest. . 

At today’s session of the coroner’s inquiry 
experts testified that poisons were found in 
the stomach and intestines. R. S. Eckles, 
ihe chemist who made the analysis of the 
stomach, intestines, brain, and liven, said 
he found in the stomach walis arsenic, anti- 
mony, and sulphonal. In the intestines was 
sulpho;.ul dissolved. In the liver he found 
arsenic, «antimony, and sulphonal. | In the 
intestines he found sulphonal and corrosive 
sublimate. Antimony is not an ingredient 
of embalming fluid, neither is sulphonal, he 
added. 

Poisons May Have Caused Death, 


“The changes in the liver and kidneys 
could have been produced by the poisons,” 
testified the chemist, ‘‘and might have 
caused death. I do not say they did.”"’ 

At the inquest yesterday Walter A. Black, 
a nephew of Recorder Brown, testified that 
just previous to his uncle’s death he found a 
box of capsules, which Dr. William H. Mc- 
Kelvey, Mr. Brown’s physician, ordered de- 
stroyed. In an interview today Dr. McKel- 
vey said: ‘If Joseph O. Brown took any of 
the medicine in the box which was found 
it would have killed him.”’ The box referred 
to is said to have contained cyanide of 
potash. 

Doctor May Explain All. 


Dr. McKelvéy gaid further: “‘ When lam 
put on the stand I will for the first time tell 
ali. about the sickness and the cause of death 
of Mr. Brown. My statement will expiain, I 
think, all the trouble in the case,” 

“Did you prescribe the medicine found in 
‘the box which was destroyed?’ was asked. 

“No, sir, I did not, nor did any of the doc- 
tors who were with me in the case,"" was the 
quick answer. 


Coroner Says He Was Deceived. 


Coroner Jesse M. McGeary, when asked 
about the statement of Black regarding the 


certificate, said: 


* J am not In a position to discuss the case, 

cause I am here only in an official capacity. 
I will say, however, that when I directed the 
physicians to make out a certificate of death 
due to natural causes I was deceived. Fur- 
ther than that I will not discuss the case.”’ 

Bilas J. John, a nephew of the recorder; 
was on the stand today. He testified that 
his: uncle was nervous on the day of his 
death and said he was troubled over poli- 
tics, but mentioned no other cause for dis- 
turbance. When he called to see his uncle 
on that day he was told he had taken trional 
powders. He said the recorder left no ante 
mortem statement with him and he did not 
know the cause of death. a

Assassin Enters Private Office with 
“Letter of Recommendation and Uses 
Pistol While It Is Being Read—In

Austin, Tex.. June 30.—Controller R. M. 
Love was assassinated at 10:45 this morn- 
ing while sitting in his office at the state 
hole, by W. G. Hill, a discharged ex-em- 
ployé of the controller's department. 

Hill had entered the office and presented 
Love a letter, recommending Hill for a posi- 
tion in the department. While Col. Love 
was reading the letter Hill, without a word 
of warning, pulled out a@ pistol and fired at 
the controller. “The ball took effect in the 
region of the heart. Love sank to the floor, 
and while he was falling Hillfired another 
shot, striking Love in the back, 


Killed in a Struggle. i 

J. W. Stephens, an employé of the dt®part- 
ment, who was working near by, rushed in 
and attempted to take the pistol away from 
Hill. In the struggle the pistol was dis- 
charged and Hill was shot in the breast. He 
was picked up and carried to the Austin sani- 
tarium, where he died. Love died an hour 
after being shot. 7 

Just before dying Controller Love made 
the following statement: 

‘‘Mr. Hill shot me.’ He presented a letter 
of indorsement to me for a place in the de- 
partment. I was reading the letter when 
he shot me. I had asked him about his 
brother's. wife's death. I regretted her 
death very much. Mrs. Hill was a good 
woman. I have no idea why he shot me, 
May the Lord bless him and forgive him. I 
cannot say more.” 3 

Text of Letter. 

The letter that Hill gave to Love reads as 

follows: 
“Col. R. M. Love, State Controller. Dear 
gir: Public office is a public trust. Public 
offices are created for the service of the peo- 
ple and net for the aggrandizement of a few 
individuals. The practice of bartering de- 
partment clerkships for private gain is a 
disgrace to the public service, and in this 
nefarious traffic you are a record breaker. 

“ You have robbed the state employés and 
your incompetent administration has’ 
| prompted others to rob the state. 

“The greatest mind that ever gave its 

om to the world, the-mind of all others 
most capable of ‘umpiring the mutiny be- 
tween right and wrong’ said, ‘ you take my 
life when you do take from me the means 
by which I live.’ 

“Tf that be true, you are a murderer of 
the deepest crime. Although I cannot help 
myself, before laying life's burdens down, I 
shall strike a blow—feeble though it be— 
for the good of my deserving fellowman.

New York, June 930.—({Special }—Judge 
Kirkpatrick’s announcement that he would 
appoint a receiver for the Un#ted States Ghip-. 
building company caused the most heated 
legal controversy today in the United States) 
Circuit court room in Newark that tas) 
marked the struggle for possession of the 
assets of that $80,000,000 corporation. After 
arguing all the morning seesion the lawyers” 
adjourned and returned at half past 20’ clock 
and exchanged bitter retorts for am hour 
longer. 

Judge Kirkpatrick then stopped them and 
told them to come into court tomorrow Wit 
an order comprising the powers and Iimita- — 
tions that both sides must agree te, and he 
would sign it, naming one or perhaps two te, 
ceivers. 

In delivering his decision the judge;said 
something must be done at once to conserve 
the interests of all involved. He said he 
would appoint a receiver immediately if the 
opposing counsel would agree upon names 
to submit to him. 


Receiver to Take Everything. 
The decree which Judge Kirkpatrick will 


sign tomorrow morning will direct all hold- 


ers to place in the receiver's possession all 
leases, all stock, and all property, real and 
personal, in the name of the United States 
Shipbuilding company. The judge stated 
that the receiver would have all the powers 
the statute granted such an officer. Some 
question was raised as to the disposition of 
the valuable Bethlehem steel plant of C, M. 
Schwab, and ugtil the terms of his lease are 
digested that point Mes in abeyance. , 
Judge Kirkpatrick’s Opinion. 

Judge Kirkpatrick's opinion, after showing 
that the corporation is without funds, that 
the directors are unable to raise money upon 
the corporation credit to meet maturing ob- 
ligations, and that it is therefore insolvent, 
goes on to say: 

“It would appear that the directors of the - 
company have abdicated their powers, and 
that the company is drifting along without 
any guidance. Not only are the directors’ 
not striving to relieve the company from em- 
barrassments but they are advising the 
stockholders to submit to numerous exter 
tions to procure present funds, and threaten- 
ing foreclosure to those bondholdérs who 
refuse to relinquish the security of their 
mortgages.

IGNORE SUMMONS 
OF MERIT BOARD. 


Health Department Men, on 
Lawyer’s Advice, Refuse 
to Attend Hearing. 


STORMY SESSION: HELD. 


Attorneys and the Civil Service 
Commissioners Have Angry 
Arguments. 


Officials of the health department yester- 
day contested the authority of the civil serv- 
ice commission to continue the department 
investigation, which has now reached its 
crucial stage. 

Sanitary inspectors who were wanted as 
witnesses refused to appear. As a result 
what has been an investigation of alleged 
lax enforcement of sanitary laws may result 
in charges being filed against municipal em- 


merit board. These men have engaged At- 
torney Joseph A. O’Donnell as their counsel. 
In a stormy argument he challenged the 
merit commission's right to call these in- 
spectors unless individual charges are filed 
against each man. 

“I represent the employés of the health 
department,”’ began Attorney O'Donnell 
when the session was opened with only 
Commissioners Powell and Meier present. 

“We must refuse you the right at this 
stage of the investigation to represent any 
individuals,”’ returned President Powell. 


O’Donnell Denounces Methods. 


Here Commissioner Errant a red a 
Mr. O'Donnell made a statement’ 
Si I have come here, gentlemen,” he said, 

to protect employés of the health depart- 
ment from being placed tn jeopardy; from 
being cross examined and afterwards placed 
under charges on their own statements. It 
is unlawful. This is a systematic sweat-box 
investigation. You can’t go into such an in- 
vestigation under the law. I shall advise my 
clients not to come here if they are calied.”’ 

Attorney Donahue, who is defending the 
department, was asked if he was ready and 
the case took a new tack. .“‘ Weare n ready 
to proceed with the defense,” he answered. 
“We have no witnesses.’’ 

“Have the employés of the health depart- 
ment refused to come here?’ demanded Com- 
missioner Meler. 


Donahue, “that they engaged Mr. 
O'Donnell and would not appear. I gave 
some blank subpcenas to Inspector Young, 
but they were not 

“Mr. Donahue, you are getting yourself 
into a position Which would give you no 
standing in a court of record,” warned Mr. 
Meier. 

I am conducting this case as an attorney,” 
retorted Donahue. “I will stand nocriticism 
from this board.” 


Commission Appeals to Fyffe. 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Fyffe, who 
is. aiding the prosecution, appeared at this 
point. ‘* There are no charges against the 
men wanted and yet these men of the health 
department have refused to come in,” ex- 
plained Commissioner Powell. ‘‘ We under- 


} stand that blank subpcenaes merely were 


left with the head of the inspection bureau.”’ 

“Such notice should have been sufficient,” 
asserted Mr. Fyffe. ‘If these men have 
refused to appear then we are confronted 
with a matter more vital and more §seri- 
ous than the question of sanitary conditions 
in the Nineteenth ward. Why, this is most 
serious as affecting the rights of the civil 
service commission to maintain discipline 
in the city service.” 

“Those opinions are without weight,” as- 
serted Mr. O'Donnell. ‘‘ They are unworthy 
of the attorney who makes them.” 

“If the commission desires any employés 
of the department notified to appear, I will 
see that they are notified,” said Mr. Fyffe. 
“If they then refuse there will be ground for 
charges for refusing to obey the civil serv- 
ice board. That is a most serious matter.”’ 

Commissioner Errant asserted that the 
commission hardly knew just what men 
it desired, it having been e¢X¥pected that the 
health officials would give some information 
as to those employés most conversapt with 
inspection work. ‘“ Would you give us the 
names, Commissioner Reynolds?” he asked, 
turning to the head of the department. 


Reynolds in Awkward Fix. 

“TI can give you the entire roster of at- 
tachés if you want it,’’ replied Dr. Reynolds, 
much perturbed. ‘I don’t know where lam 
in this matter. It sems that I must stand 
in the position of prosecutor, if not perse- 
cutor, of the men I am supposed to direct. I 
care to say no more.” 

Commissioner Reynolds did not answer 
questions as to how contagious diseases were 
placarded or whether fines against violators 
of sanitary laws had been remitted when the 
necessary work to comply with the laws was 
performed. 

There was a long wrangle over the depart- 
‘ment having submitted no report on the 
twenty-six cases chosen from the “stay 
book,” on which the commission asked de- 
tailed reports. Attorney Donahue charged 
that the commission had held a secret ses- 
sion and had gone over the cases to get evi- 
dence from Miss Gertrude Howe of Huil 
house, who has compiled most of the evi- 
dence presented. 

“We demand to know what charges are 
made in these twenty-six cases,’’ asserted 
Mr. Donahue. “ Are there any charges of 
blame on the department?’ , 

‘‘ We'll decide that when we get your re- 
port,”” said Commissioner Powell. ; 

Requests for extended delay by the depart-

SUDDEN DROP IN THE LAKE

A sudden drop in the lake's level early 
yesterday evening resulted in six persons 
being nearly drowned in the Jackson park 
lagoon.

These strange changes caused a dangerous 
current in the lagoon, in which two boats 
were capsized, and three men and three 
women, the former students of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, were thrown into the water.

Detroit, Mich., June 50.—[Specia!.j)—The 
utterances of Prof. Delitzsch of Berlin in 
criticism of the Old Testament of the bible 
were severely scored at today’s central con- 
ference of American rabbis by Rabbi K. 
Kohler of New York. He charged Prof. 
Delitzsch with ‘“‘ blowing the horn of anti- 


| semitism, and insisted that the riots at

German utterances.’”’ The reason for the at-

Dr. Kohler’s paper was adopted as official 
Jewish literature and copies will be printed 


“ and sent to Emperor William, before whom 


the lectures on ‘‘ Babel and Bible,”’ by Prof. 
Delitzsch, were first delivered. 

Rabbi Kohler’s paper was entitled “As- 
syriology and the Bible.’ ‘‘ We live in an 
age of strange contrasts,”’ he said. “A bold 
striving for new truths and a revival of 
old falsehoods. Great achievements of hu- 
man love and violent outbursts of cruel 
hatred come side by side. Men supposed to 
dwell above the passions of the multitude 
are seen,to contribute their full share to 
the confusion of mind. 

Such ‘in impression was created by the 
two lectures on ‘ Babel and Bible,’ deliv- 
ered a year ago by Delitzsch before the Ger- 
man emperor and empress. Instead of sim- 
ply showing the new light that Babylonian 
monuments have cast on the scriptures and 
how the Chaldean civilization furnished the 
Jews with all the materials for forming 
their communities and their beliefs and the 
customs of the time, he made a most unwar- 
ranted attack upon the Old Testament. He 
made his second lecture especiaily the oc- 
casion for assailing the Old Testament, its 
people, its God. 

‘Carried Away by Prejudice. 

“The question: to uf is how a man like 
Delitzsch can be so carried away by prejudice - 
and passion as to drag the book of books in 
the dust and impute to the God of Isreal an . 
unrighteousness and sensuality, nay, assign 
to him horns and a sexual dualism. It may 


in them is not new, and whatever is new is not 
true.’ There is little doubt in my mind that 
ultra-conservative training of DelitzSch 
made him the despiser, the mocker of the 
Old Testament.”’ 
Arouses Sharp Criticisnt. 

‘A sharp criticism of Rabbi Kohler’s re- 
marks was delivered by Dr. Barnet A. Elzas 
of Charleston, 8. C. His vigorous sen- 
tences for a moment threatened the calm 
demeanor of the gathering and resulted in 
Dr. Kohler interrupting the speaker and de- 
manding that he be called to order. Dr. 
Elzas said: 

‘Following up the American Jewish liter- 
ature of the last twenty years one cannot 
help being impressed with the fact that the 
chief results of the criticism of which De- 
litzsch is the expounder are admitted by 
leading men in the Jewish pulpit. I think 
that Dr. Kohler’s paper in pointing out the 
faults of Delitzsch’s conclusions lacked the 
positive element, as Dr. Kohler did not state 
what the Jews do believe of the bible.”

NO NEGOTIATIONS ON PROTEST. 


Semi-Official Statement Is Issued at St. 
Petersburg in Relation to Action 
Taken by President Roosevelt. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 30.—The follow- 
ing semi-official statement was issued today: 

“There have been no negotiations between 
Russia and the United States in regard to 
President Roosevelt’s intention to forward 
to the Russian government a petition from 
the American Jews concerning the events at 
Kisheneff.”” Asa result of the petition pre- 
sented by the deputation from the mercan- 
tile community of Kisheneff which wafted on 
Finance Minister Witte June 26, the state 
bank at Kisheneff has been authorized to 
discount the bills of Kisheneff firms which 
were protested during the months of April 
and May, in order to rehabilitate their credit, 
which suffered from the riots.

THE “RARE DAYS” OF JUNE. 

The weather bureau tells us that last 
month was the coldest June for thirty years 
in Chicago, the thermometer going as low 
as 44 during the second week. It has 
been the coldest June all over the north 
for many years. It has been a month of 
eopious downpour, fires in the grate to 
“ take the chill off,” uncertain wraps, pneu- 
monia, apologetic stray hats, humidity, and 
general discomfort—® month without that 
_“ perfect. tune” between heaven and earth 
of which the poet sings, without soft blue 
skies and romantic moonlights, and fortu- 
nately without flies and mosquitoes. There 
is compensation in every situation. It has 
been a month which will be quoted in the 


future when some one complains of a 


cold June as that June of 1908 which 


broke the records, a month dear to the 


‘oldest inhabitant. 

June has been a discourager of the sum- 
mer resort. -Last year the resorts had a 
hard time. This year they have lost a 
whole month’s profitable business, and only 
about three months remain in which to make 
good. Only Chicago, the great place of 
summer resort, has been making money, 
and this in spite of the efforts of the strike 
organizers to preventit.. Nothing can con- 
tend against the attractions of Chicago, 
which has neither floods nor cyclones, where 
the weather is always agreeable, and where 
“every prospect pleases.”” The country to 
the west of us has béen washed with floods, 
and to the east of us has been parched with 
drought and desolated with fire, and now 
heavy rains and cold have followed until 
nearly everything east of the Alleghanies 
ig under water and almost congealed. 

May was a month of disasters, and June, 
the mofth of roses and the “ perfect days,” 
‘has not fallen behind it. In some respects 
it has exceeded May in its list of fatalities. 
The cyclone at Gainesville, the floods at 
Spartansburg and East St. Louis, and the 
awful cloudbursts at Clifton, Ariz, and 
Heppner, Ore., followed each other in rapid 
succession and destroyed hundreds of 
human lives and an amount of property the 
value of which has not yet been reported, 
After more than three weeks of this general 
wretchedness June has sought to retrieve 
herself by three of the “rare days,’ but 
as she goes out there comes the ominous re- 
port that a plague of lice is destroying the 
eastern apple ¢rop, that wire worms, corn- 
root worms, and chinch Lugs are blight- 
ing corn and wheat in t#e West, and that a 
mighty host of army worins, “in a solid 
column 150 yards wide and nearly three 
miles long, is “ inching along ” through the 
state of Washington, denuding me growing 
crops and all other vegetation. 


“MILK. 
The health departtpent has its milk ordi- 
nance at last. There: are reasons for be- 
lieving it will be enforced. It is true that, 


‘compared ‘with the health departments of 


various other cities—New York, for in- 
stance—our health department is scandal- 
ously overloaded and ridiculously under- 
manned. It is also true, however, that our 
health department has made milk its benefi- 
eent hobby. People find time and money 
for their hobbies. This summer probably 
will see the nfilk supply of Chicago in an 
improved” condition as the result of the 
earnest enforcement by the health depart- 
ment of an ordinance it has worked for so 
hard. 

The way to secure obedience to a measure 
of this kind, which has to contend with the 
sleepless dishonesty of some dealers, is to 
punish the first offender up to the limit. 
This is not the customary policy. Usually 
he gets off with a gentle reprimand. That 
encburages others to break the ordinance. 
There should be no temporizing with a mob. 
It should be given a quick, hard blow. 
That is the treatment which should be 
dealt out to the first violators of the milk 
ordinance. Then the first offenses will be

The last Peter to occupy a throne 

was the late Dom Pedro of Brazil, who, seized 
in the middle of the night by conspirators, 
was placed by them on board an outgoing 
steamer and shipped off to Europe, where he 
died in exile, having lost not only his crown 
but also his private fortune and all his most, 
prized personal possessions. 

King Peter V. of Portugal died suddenly 
in November, 1861, succumbing, rding to 
the popular story current among his ‘sub- 
jects, high and low, to an Abyssinian poison 
administered to him for the purpose of accom- 
plishing the vengeance of a great woman of 
his court whom he had promised to wed, but 
whom the jilted in order to marry Princess 
Stephanie of Hohenzollern. The latter had 
died in an equally mysterious and sudden 
manrigr a few weeks previously, a victim to 
the same fate. | 

Emperor Peter I. of Brazil, who was like- 
wise King Peter IV. of Portugal, abdicated 
both crowns in sucgession, having spent the 
greater portion of his stormy career in fight- 
ing chiefly against his brother, Dom Miguel, 
who, though his mother’s favorite son, was 
generally believed to be illegitimate. 


The reign of King Peter III., a silly and 
vicious man, was the most ignoble and dis~- 
astrous in the annals of Portugal. King 
Peter II. remains on record as having be- 
come infatuated by the wife of his elder 
brother, whom he ousted from the throne, 
imprisoned, and eventually drove into exile 
in order to be able to wed her after a dissolu- 
tion of her first marriage. Long before his 
death he lost his reason, the government of 
his kingdom being administered by his sec-. 
ond wife as regent. 

\The tragic incidents of the reign of King 
eter I. are among the most dramatic in the 
Portuguese history, have furnished inspira- 
tion and theme to Portugal's greatest poet, 
especially the murder of his flancée, Dona 
Ines de Castro, by the orders of his father; 
his conflict with the latter on this account, 
and the extraordinary posthumous honors 
which he rendered her on his accession to 
the throne four years later, when he caused 
her embalmed remains to be disentombed 
and to be solemnly crowned as his queen 
in the presence of the court and of the grand 
dignitaries of the kingdom before being re- 
interred in the convent of Alcobaca. 

King Peter the Cruel of Castille was killed 
by his brother in single combat. 

Emperor Peter III. of Russia was strangled 
by conspirators. Czar Peter II. is officially 
asserted as having succumbed at the age 
of 15 to fever. 

From this it will be seen that the name of 
Peter is an ominous one for sovereigns and 
that its possession bodes ill for the new king 
of Servia. 

In one respect, at any rate, the present 
ruler of Servia presents a striking difference 
to his two immediate pr‘ ‘essors on the 
throne at Belgrade. He is not only a man 
of the highest order of education and of 
extensive reading but also a soldier by pro- 
fession, and one of tried and proved courage. 
Neithef Milan nor Alexander ever received 
any military training, whereas King Peter 
is a graduate of the French military acad- 
emy of St. Cyr, a former officer of the French 
army, who fought through the Franco- 
German war of 1870, both as a regimental 
commander and as a staff officer, receiving 
the cross of the Legion of Honor for con- 
spicuous gallantry on the battle field. 

This cannot fail to impress the officersand 
soldiers of an army such as that of Servia, 
which. since 1875, has always distinguished . 
itself by the ignominy and completeness of 
its routs, both in its campaigns against the 
Turks and against the Bulgarians ten years 
later, and whose only real feat of arms 
has been the shocking murder of King Al- 
exander and Queen Drags, the details of 
whose assassination, especially as regards | 
the queen, are, according to private advices 
from Vienna, too horrible to print. 


The extraordinary attack upon Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, the helr apparent to 
the Austro-Hungarian throne, in the im- 
perial parliament at Vienna, the other day‘ 
is calculated to augment rather than to im- 
pair his popularity. For the deputy by 
whom he was assailed with the most bitter 
invective was Herr Choc, one of the leaders 
of that Bohemian or. rather, Czech party 
which the archduke has been generally re- 
garded as unduly favoring until now. 

It seems that. the archduke and his mor- 

ganatic wife, who belongs to an ancient fami- 
ly of the Bohemian aristocracy, attended a 
short time ago a public concert givem at 
Vienna by an excelent singing society 
from one of the German towns of Bohemia, 
and that he as well as his consort, the Prin- 
cess Hohenberg, joined‘ in the applause 
with which the songs were received. 
’ This innocent episode has been regardedas 
a deliberate affront to the Bohemian peéo- 
ple by the Czech molety thereof, who view 
everything German with the same abhor- 
rence as the evil one. And in an impas- 
sioned speech which. the presiding officer 
endeavored in vain to interrupt and to stop, 
the deputy declared that ‘*‘ Bohemians had 
not deserved such treatment from the house 
of Hapsburg,”’ that nothing good was to be 
expected from any member thereof who bore 
the name of Francis or Ferdinand, but that 
when a prince had the misfortune to be 
both a Francis and a Ferdinand, his case 
was hopeless, and that under the circum- 
stances it was incumbent upon the govern- 
ment to keep the archduke in order. 

This affront. which the archduke is not the 
man to either forgive or forget. cannot 
fail to tmprove his position in all the non- 
Czech portions of his uncle’s empire, where 
apprehénsion has always prevailed with re- 
gard to his advent to the throne, owing 
to what was believed to be his undue pre- 
dilection for everything Bohemian. 

Since the fall of the Campanile at Venice. a 
thorough examination of the huge palace of 
the vatican has been by orders of Leo XIII. 
undertaken by. a commission of the most 
eminent architects and engineers availa- 
ble.’ This commission has just completed 
its labors, the character of which will be 
understood when it is borne in mind that 
there are no less than 11,000 rooms tn the 
vatican. According to the report which it 
has presented to the pope, extensive re- 
pairs as well as methods of consolidation 
will have to be inaugurated at oncey owing 
not only to deterioration of the stone work 
but alsp to the dry rot of the huge wooden 
beams supporting floors ant ceilings. 

Nowhere, however, fs the condition of af- 
fairs in this connection more serious than 
in the world famed Sistine chapel, where 
the beams supporting the ceiling and those 
supporting the floor have rotted to such a 
degree that the pope has given directions 
for their being immediately replaced by 
steel girders of the most modern type.
